Reasons for Allowance 

. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable for the reasons already of record. The examiner adds the following 
analysis only for emphasis, as further evidence of patentability. 

Sanchez et al, "R-Citalopram Attenuates Anxiolytic Effects of Escitalopram in a Rat Ultrasonic 
Vocalization Model", Eur. J. Pharm., 464:155-158 (2003), previously cited by Applicant and co-authored 
by one of the instant inventors, provides further evidence of the non-obviousness of using escitalopram to 
treat PTSD. In the study reported in the article, co-inventor Sanchez found that the R-enantiomer of 
citalopram ( u R-citalopram n ), when combined with escitalopram, inhibits the activity of escitalopram against 
acute anxiety. This is counterintuitive because, as stated at page 157 of the article, "it would be expected 
that R-citalopram's histamine Hi antagonistic activity would enhance rather than attenuate the effect on 
foot-shock-induced ultrasonic vocalization." Therefore, the significantly greater potency of escitalopram to 
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racemic citalopram for treating acute anxiety (and thus post-traumatic stress disorder) is surprising and 
unexpected. This provides further evidence of patentability, particularly in regard to Wong et al (USP 
6,169,105), which discloses only racemic citalopram.
